Draft National Policy Statement No. 41 - Shareholder Communication is published 
ine eChapter! iseMotaethis: editrons of thesBulléetin. “The Draft’ Policy Statement 
embodies the recommendations of the Joint Regulatory Task Force on Shareholder 
Communication to the Canadian Securities Administration. 


The recommendations were arrived at after an extensive consultation process 
involving representatives of participants in the communication process; i.e., 
clearing agencies, issuers, securities dealers, banks, trust companies and the 
mutual fund industry, together with securities regulators of Ontario, Quebec 
and British Columbia, and the federal and Ontario corporate law administrators. 


The Policy Statement is to be finalized by the Uniformity Committee of the 
Canadian Securities Administrators in September and is to be effective in 
respect to meetings of security holders occurring on or after March 1, 1988. 


The Report of the Joint Regulatory’ Task  Foree, which fully sets out» the 
background issues addressed by the Policy Statement, the detailed procedures to 
be followed, and the proposed securities and corporate legislation, will be 
available from the Commission on or about August 12. 


The Policy Statement is published for comment.

TO CONSIDER: 


a) whether to extend the Temporary Order until this hearing is 
concluded; and 


b) whether it would be in the public interest to make an order under 
section 123 of the Act, subject to such terms and conditions as the 
Commission may impose, that all trading in securities of West 
Coast, Hanover and Helvetia, consisting of the sale of licenses and 
the entering into of sub-licences with respect to the solicitation 
and advertising sales and distribution of the Guide shall cease 
until the provisions of sections 24 and 52 of the Act have been 
complied with. 


UPON such hearing the Commission shall consider the following: 


1. West Coast Dart Digest Ltd. (''West Coast'') is a company incorporated 
under the laws of the Province of British Columbia in May, 1984; 


2. Helvetia Marketing Services Inc. (''Helvetia'') is a company 


incorporated under the laws of the Province of British Columbia on 
February 21, 1986. Helvetia carries on a marketing business; 
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3. Hanover Financial Services Ltd. ("'Hanover") is a company incorporated 
under the laws of the Province of British Columbia and carries on a 
marketing and financial consulting business; 


4. The staff of the Commission has obtained a copy of a _ publication 
prepared ibys West” Coast “fore "distribution tothe public’ entitled "A 


VaiabletBusiness Plan with Seto  1*Tax"Deferral™? "This “publication is 
distributed by Hanover. An analysis of this publication indicates 
that: 


(a) west Coastiis- thescopyright! tholder? and publishes “and printey “a 
publication ‘entitled West’ “Coast “Dart Digest Ltd. that®promotes 
tourism, sports, fitness and leisure activity on a local and 
provincial basis (the ''Guide'’) ; 


(b) West Coast will grant an exclusive right and license to distribute 
and solicit advertising for the Guide. The licensing agreement 
requires the licensee to pay $100.00 for the exclusive license to 
distribute and solicit advertising in a specific area for the Guide 
for a period of 20 years; 


Ce) The licensing agreement requires the licensee to pay upon execution 
of the agreement, advance royalties in the amount of $25,000. West 
Coast represents that the $25,000 payment 1S an expense for the 
purpose of gaining or producing income and is’ deductible in 
calculating the income of the licensee. In the second and 
subsequent years, the licensing agreement requires the licensee to 
pay an overriding royalty to West Coast of 32% of gross advertising 
sales made by the licensee. The overriding royalty is not payable 
until the licensee makes $142,000 of gross advertising sales; 


(d) A licensee who does not have the time or experience to successfully 
market in the geographical area assigned can sub-license with 
Helvetia to conduct marketing on the licensee's behalf. Each 


licensee is given the opportunity to contract with Helvetia under a 
standard sub-license agreement for a term of 15 years. As part of 
the arrangement between Helvetia and the licensee, Helvetia will 
give the licensee a performance bond consisting of a cash payment 
amounting to $20,000 to guarantee a certain level of performance. 
The cash performance bond is to be held by the licensee and 
released to Helvetia when certain amounts of advertising sales have 
been reached. In the event that there remains a balance of 
unreleased bond funds on expiration of the marketing agreement, it 
is forfeited to the licensee as damages arising from the lack of 
performance. 


By, West Coast and Helvetia have not advised Commission staff of the 
percentage of licensees who have entered into the marketing arrangments 
with Helvetia. Commission staff have been advised that West Coast has 
agents operating in Ontario; 


Ge The publication distributed by Hanover for West Coast stresses the tax 
advantage of the venture of which a necessary component is the receipt of 
a cash performance bond which accompanies the marketing agreement with 
Helvetia; 


ie Hanover advertises the tax deferral plan of West Coast to the public in 
Ontario in the Financial Post; 
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8. None of West Coast, Helvetia or Hanover are registered pursuant to 
Section 24 of the Securities Act, R.S.O. 1980, Chapter 466, as amended 
(the ''Act'') under any of the categories of registration listed in the 
regulation made under the Act; 


9. None of West Coast, Helvetia or Hanover have filed a preliminary or final 
prospectus pursuant to the Act and neither are listed as reporting 
issuers under the Act. 


AND TAKE NOTICE that any party to the proceedings may be represented by 
eounsel -of his choice at the hearing if he» attends or submits: evidence 
thereafter; 

AND TAKE NOTICE that upon the failure of any party to attend at the time 
and place aforesaid, the hearing may proceed in his absence and he is not 
entitled to any further notice in the proceedings.

PART I — INTRODUCTION 


Holders of securities whose securities are held in the names of 
clearing agencies, or securities dealers, banks or trust companies 
(“non-registered holders"), often: 

° do not receive the information from issuers that 
securities and corporate legislation requires to be 
delivered to registered shareholders of the same 
class; and 


where the securities carry voting rights, are 
effectively disenfranchised. 


Obligations under corporate and securities legislation to send 
information to and to accept votes from shareholders are cast as 
obligations in respect of registered security holders. However, 
market efficiency exerts strong pressure for the registration of 
securities in the names of either clearing agencies or financial 
intermediaries (or their nominees). 


The number of security holders that are affected is significant, and 
will increase. Presently, almost 80 billion dollars in value of 
securities are held in the book-based system of Canadian clearing 
agencies; that is, The Canadian Depository for Securities Limited 
(“CDS )) or the Vancouver Stock Exchange Service Gorp. (°VSESG.). “An 


estimated 30 - 35% of the public float of issuers is registered in 
the name of clearing agencies, and in the case of new issues, more 
than 90% may be so registered. Those percentages do not include 


securities registered in the names of securities dealers, banks or 
trust companies. 


The Canadian Securities Administrators recognize the right of non- 
registered holders to receive the materials and voting rights that 
reporting issuers are currently required by corporate and securities 
legislation to provide to registered shareholders. Liism Polley, 
Statement provides a framework to ensure that certain materials, 
i.e. those materials relating to meetings of security holders, 
including proxies and audited annual financial statements, will be 
provided to those non-registered holders of securities of reporting 
issuers. 


The Canadian Securities Administrators also recognize the need for 
implementation of any system of shareholder communication on a 
national basis and the issuance of this National Policy Statement 
underlines the recognition of the need for uniformity in this area. 


This Policy Statement essentially embodies the recommendations of the 
Joint Regulatory Task Force on Shareholder Communication contained in

This Policy Statement applies to meetings of security holders 
occurring on or after March 1, 1988, and to the delivery of interim 
financial statements for periods ending on or after June 30, 1988. 


Intermediaries and clearing agencies will be required to have their 
Systems in place by December 31, 1987, including the receipt by 
intermediaries of instructions from their clients who are 
non-registered holders of securities as to voting and the receipt of 
proxy-related materials. 
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The National Policy Statement applies, subject to the exemptions in 
Part XI, to issuers who are reporting issuers or the equivalent in 
any provincial jurisdiction, to securities dealers, banks and trust 
companies, to CDS and to VSESC. For greater certainty, trust 
companies holding securities as trustees pursuant to wills, court 
orders or inter vivos trusts conferring full voting discretion upon 
the trustees are not considered to be intermediaries for the purpose 
of this Policy Statement. 


The Policy Statement applies to intermediaries who carry on business 
in Canada or who hold securities on behalf of clients whose addresses 
are in Canada. 


PART IV — ISSUERS’ OBLIGATIONS 
ie Establishment of Record Date 


A reporting issuer shall fix a record date for the 
determination of those security holders entitled to receive 
notice of a meeting of security holders to be a date no 
fewer than 35 or more than 50 days prior to the date of the 
meeting. 


Notice of the meeting and record date must be filed with 
securities administrators of jurisdictions wherein the 
issuing shareholders have their addresses, and given to 
stock exchanges upon which securities of the issuer are 
listed, and clearing agencies, 25 days before the meeting. 


Notice of the meeting and record date will be published in 
an index available to the financial press and widely 
available to the public, no later than 7 days before the 
record date, pursuant to arrangements made by the security 
administrators with CDS. Issuers may also place individual 
advertisements if desired. 


De Early Search 


At least 25 days before the record date, a reporting issuer 
shall deliver a notice to each of CDS and the VSESC 
requesting the names and addresses of their participants 
holding securities of a class the holders of which are 
entitled to receive notice of the meeting, and their 
respective holdings. 


Bye Intermediaries and Registered Nominees 
At least 25 days before the record date, the issuer shall 
obtain the names of intermediaries and their registered 


nominees and their addresses from a current register 
maintained by CDS or other designated agent of the 
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securities administrators. Transfer agents should obtain 
and keep a list of registered nominees on file and request 
monthly updates for use on behalf of all the issuers who 
are their clients. 


as Search Card 


At least 20 days prior to the record date, a reporting 
issuer shall deliver a search card, 


(a) to each participant whose name is given to the issuer 
in response to the request in paragraph 2, and 


(b) to each intermediary and registered nominee on the 
register of intermediaries and registered nominees 
whose name appears on the issuer's shareholders’ list 
as a registered holder of securities of a class the 
holders of which are entitled to receive notice of the 
meeting. 


Only one search card need be sent where there is 
duplication of the names of participants and intermediaries 
or registered nominees in (a) and (b). Where more than one 
search card is sent to a particular intermediary, care must 
be taken by both issuer and intermediary to avoid duplicate 
responses. 
Ds Contents of Search Card 

A search card shall contain the following information: 
(i) the name of the issuer; 

(ii) the CUSIP number of the issuer; 

(iii) the date of the meeting; 


(iv) the record date for the meeting; 


(v) the class or classes of securities whose holders are 
entitled to receive notice of the meeting; 


(vi) the class or classes of securities whose holders are 
entitled to vote at the meeting; 


(vii) if the issuer is willing to deliver the material to 
non-registered holders itself, a statement to that 
effect; 


(viii) the items of proxy related material that are to be 
delivered; and 


(ix) an undertaking to pay the fee for delivery of material 


to non-registered holders in accordance with this 
Policy Statement. 
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Bulk Delivery of Proxy-Related Materials 


The issuer shall deliver the number of sets’ of 
proxy-related materials specified by each intermediary in 
the intermediary's response to a search card not later than 
33 days before the meeting date. 


Payment of Costs of Intermediary 


An issuer shall pay the fees and costs of an intermediary 
for its services in transmitting proxy-related material in 
accordance with Schedule 1 to this Policy Statement, 
forthwith upon receipt from the intermediary of 
certification that the mailing has taken place. 


Exemption from Delivering Interim Financial Statements 


A reporting issuer, other than a mutual fund, is exempted 
from delivering its interim financial statements to the 
registered holders of its securities, provided that it 
files such statements in each jurisdiction where filing is 
required and with stock exchanges upon which securities of 
the issuer are listed, and releases such statements to the 
press. 


Supplemental Mailing List 


A reporting issuer shall deliver its interim financial 
statements, to any person or company who delivers to the 
issuer a request in writing for such material, including a 
statement signed by the person or company that the person 
or company is the owner of securities of the issuer, and 
the issuer shall maintain a supplemental mailing list for 
this purpose. 


Use of System for Non Proxy-Related Materials 


An issuer may request intermediaries to deliver to clients 
who are non-registered holders interim financial statements 
or any other material the issuer is required by law or 
wishes to deliver to registered security holders, other 
than proxy-related materials. Issuers are encouraged to 
use the communication system for rights offerings, dividend 
reinvestment plans, and issuer bids where practicable. 


Sending of Materials Notwithstanding Waiver 


An issuer may also request that an intermediary deliver 
proxy-related materials to non-registered holders who have 
waived the right to receive such material and _ the 
intermediary shall so comply unless, in the judgment of the 
intermediary, the interests of a client would be prejudiced 
by the receipt of materials. 
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PART V — INTERMEDIARIES’ OBLIGATIONS

Register of Intermediaries and Registered Nominees 


Every intermediary shall furnish in writing its name and 
full mailing address and those of each of its nominees in 
whose names securities are held on behalf of such 
non-registered holders to CDS or other designated agent of 
the securities administrators. Intermediaries are 
encouraged to restrict the number of nominees in whose name 
securities are registered on the books of issuers. 


Instructions as to Voting and Receipt of Proxy-Related 


Material 


Information to Clients - Form B 


An intermediary shall, upon the opening of an account for a 
client on whose behalf the intermediary will hold 
securities, and as soon as possible after the effective 
date of this Policy Statement with respect to a client on 
whose behalf the intermediary currently holds securities, 
advise the client of the rights of a non-registered holder 
under this Policy Statement by delivering the Shareholder 
Communication Information Form in Form B. 


Written Instructions From Clients - Form C 


An intermediary shall use reasonable efforts to obtain from 
the client written instructions as to the receipt of proxy 
related materials, disclosure of the name, address and 
security holdings of the client to issuers and other 
senders of material, and the voting of securities held hy 
the client in Form C - Shareholder Communication and Voting 
Instructions. 


Failure to Return Instructions 


Where a client fails to return instructions in Form C to 
the intermediary, the client shall be deemed to have given 
instructions to the effect that the client shall receive 
proxy-related material and does not object to disclosure of 
the name of the client to the issuer. 


Exception — Prior Written Authorization 


Where an intermediary currently has written authorization 
regarding the exercise of voting rights and the forwarding 
of materials to a client, the intermediary advises the 
clients of the rights of a non-registered holder and the 
client fails to deliver instructions in Form C, the client 
shall be deemed to have given instructions in accordance 
with the authorization held by the intermediary. 
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Separate Accounts 


The instructions in Form C shall be applicable to all 
securities held by the client in an account. Clients who 
wish to receive proxy-related material and to vote in 
respect of some securities but not others should be 
encouraged to hold the securities in separate accounts. 


Best Efforts to Obtain Instructions 


Intermediaries are encouraged to use their best efforts to 
achieve the return of the instructions from their clients. 
le ais the” intent of this’ Policy Statement that as far as 
possible non-registered holders who do not wish to receive 
proxy-related materials do not, in fact, receive such 
materials. 


Annual Renewal of Information 


Intermediaries are required to advise their clients 
annually in writing of their current instructions regarding 
the exercise of voting rights and the forwarding of 
material, and “to "advise "their clients “that their 
instructions can be varied by providing written notice to 
the intermediary. Alternatively, intermediaries may mail 
Forms B and C to their clients annually. 


Voting 
Specific Voting Instructions 


An intermediary shall vote a security of which it is not 
the owner in accordance with specific written voting 
instructions received from a non-registered holder upon 
whose behalf it holds the security. 


General Voting Instructions 


An intermediary may vote a security which it holds on 
behalf of a client who is a non-registered holder where it 
has received general instructions from the client in Form C 
or by other written authorization to vote the security in 
the discretion of the intermediary at any time and from 
time to time. 


Where the intermediary intends to vote with management, the 
intermediary shall so state in Form C. Intermediaries are 
expected to consult with their clients in respect to voting 
in controversial matters, notwithstanding having general 
voting instructions. 
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Intermediary May Not Exercise Voting Rights 


Except as provided in this Policy Statement a clearing 
agency or an intermediary shall not exercise any voting 
rights in respect of a security of which it is not the 
owner. 


Revocation of Instructions 


A non-registered holder may revoke voting instructions or a 
waiver of the right to receive materials and to vote given 
to an intermediary at any time by written notice to the 
intermediary and the intermediary shall use its best 
CEOs e tO Carin [Out meE mem nl mote rsWCtE ons. Generally, the 
intermediary is not required to act on a revocation of 
voting instructions in respect of a meeting that is not 
received by the intermediary 7 days before the meeting. 


Events in Respect of a Specific Meeting 

Response to Search Card 

Within 3 business days of receipt of a search card from an 

issuer the intermediary shall deliver to the issuer a 

response to the search card that sets out, 

(i) the identity of the intermediary; 

(ii) the approximate number of sets of proxy-related 
materials that the intermediary requires to distribute 


to the non-registered holders on its books’ and 
records; and 


(iii) where the intermediary intends to use a_ service 


company for the delivery of materials, the name and 
mailing address of the service company. 


An intermediary that holds, as of the record date, 
securities of a class entitled to receive notice of a 
meeting of shareholders, that does not receive a search 
card from the issuer, but which learns of the meeting, 
shall advise the issuer and use its best efforts to comply 
with the requirements of this Policy Statement. 


Delivery of Proxy-Related Material 


An intermediary shall deliver proxy-related materials to 
each non-registered holder of securities of a class whose 
holders are entitled to receive notice of a meeting of 
security holders, and in the case of voting securities, to 
vote such securities, as shown on its books or records as 
of the record date, within 3 business days after receipt of 
the materials, provided that, 
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(a) the intermediary has received notice of the meeting 
and the record date; 


(b) the intermediary receives reasonable assurance of 
Payment for the delivery of such materials; and 


(c) the non-registered holder has not waived the right to 
receive proxy-related material and to vote by 
executing instructions in Form C or by other written 
authorization in accordance with this Policy 
Statement. 


If an intermediary receives insufficient proxy-related 
materials, they should be sent out to the extent possible 
and the issuer advised as to the _ shortfall. If the 
intermediary receives materials that are unlikely to reach 
non-registered holders to allow sufficient time for 
non-registered holders to vote, the issuer should be 
contacted for instructions. 


Bearer Proxy or Voting Instructions 


(a) The form of proxy that, is delivered to the 
non-registered holder by the intermediary shall be 
signed by the intermediary as proxy holder, restricted 
in accordance with the security holdings of the 
client, and undirected as to voting. Where a clearing 
agency is the registered holder, the proxy shall so 
indicate. 


(b) In lieu of delivering a form of proxy, an intermediary 
may deliver a request for voting instructions to a 
client with the proxy-related materials, and the 
intermediary shall deliver a proxy, directed in 
accordance with the voting instructions received, to 
be received by the issuer not later than 2 days before 
the meeting date. 


Certificate of Mailing 


The intermediary shall deliver to the issuer a certificate 
of mailing certifying as to the number of sets of materials 
mailed, the date of mailing and the postage incurred. 


CLEARING AGENCIES’ OBLIGATIONS 


Response to Early Search 


Upon receipt of a statutory declaration by any person or 
company, CDS or VSESC shall deliver in writing, within two 
business days of the receipt of the request, a list of 
their participants who hold securities of a class or 
classes of equity securities of a reporting issuer and 
their addresses, and their holdings of securities of the 


class or classes. 
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An issuer or its transfer agent making such a request is 
not required to make a statutory declaration. 


Contents of Statutory Declaration 
The statutory declaration shall state: 


(a) the name and address, including street and number, of 
the applicant; 


(b) the name and address for service of the applicant, if 
the applicant is not an individual; 


(c) that the information will not be used except in 
connection with, 


GD), an effort to influence the voting of 
shareholders of the corporation; 


(ii) an offer to acquire shares of the corporation; or 


(iii) any other matter relating to the affairs of the 
corporation. 


CDS or VSESC shall furnish the issuer with a copy of a 
notice and statutory declaration received from an applicant 
forthwith upon receipt of the notice. 


Participants as of Record Date 


Within 2 business days after the record date specified in 
the search card, CDS and VSESC shall deliver to the issuer: 


(a) a list of their participants holding securities of the 
class or classes specified in the search card with 
their addresses and holdings of securities of that 
class or classes, as of the record date; and 


(b) an omnibus proxy in Form A appointing the participants 
described above as proxy holders in respect of their 
respective holdings of securities of the class. 


CDS or VSESC. shall forthwith notify each of its 
participants referred to above as to the information and 
omnibus proxy given in respect of the participant to the 
issuer. 
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Register of Intermediaries and Registered Nominees 


CDS or other designated agent for the Canadian Securities 
Administrators shall maintain a current register of 
intermediaries and registered nominees, and shall 
communicate the names and addresses of the registered 
nominees to any person or company upon request and upon 
payment of a reasonable fee. 


Index of Meeting and Record Dates 


CDS as designated agent of the Canadian Securities 
Administrators has agreed to maintain an index of meeting 
dates and record dates and make them available to the 
financial press. This is intended to meet the requirement 
in corporate legislation for the issuer to advertise record 
dates. An issuer may place individual advertisements of 
meeting and record dates if desired. 


PART VII — GENERAL 


I. 


Unauthorized Use of Names 


No person or company shall use the names of non-registered 
holders, intermediaries, registered nominees, or 
participants furnished in compliance with this Policy 
Statement, except, 


(a) in the case of the issuer, in connection with the 
dissemination of information as to the affairs of the 
issuer, and 


(b) in the case of any person or company, including the 
issuer, in connection with, 


(i) an effort to influence the voting of shareholders 
of the corporation; 


(ii) an offer to acquire share of the corporation; or 


(iii) any other matters relating to the affairs of the 
corporation. 


Trafficking in Names Prohibited 
No person shall offer for sale or purchase or otherwise 
traffic in a list of non-registered holders, intermediaries 


or participants furnished in compliance with this 
Policy Statement. 
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Use of Third Party Service Company 


When an issuer or intermediary advises the other in writing 
that it will use a service company for the purpose of 
distributing material to non-registered holders in 
compliance with this Policy Statement, notice to or by or 
delivery to or by the service company shall be deemed to be 
notice fo for by, “or delivery to or by the issuer or 
intermediary, as the case may be. 


Disclosure by Service Company 


No service company shall disclose, except to another 
service company or transfer agent for the purpose of proxy 
tabulation, or except with the consent of the intermediary, 
the identity of an intermediary that supplied the name of a 
non-registered holder. 


PART VIII — MEANS OF DELIVERY 


The Canadian Securities Administrators are of the view that the 
most efficient means of delivery of notices or material should 
be employed by all parties to the communication chain. 


l. 


Electronic Communication 
Se ee EEC AE LOM 


Generally, notices among issuers or their transfer agents, 
clearing agencies, intermediaries and service companies 
should be given by electronic means, if possible, including 
telephone where timing is critical, provided that original 
hard copies are retained on the files of the sender. In 
the case of telephoned notices, and in the case of omnibus 
proxies, or proxies given by intermediaries based upon 
voting instructions given by non-registered holders, 
original hard copies must be delivered to the issuer or its 
transfer agent following information transmitted by any 
other means than pre-paid first class mail or _ hand 
delivery. 


Provision of Postage 
a ee 


Issuers should (but are not obliged to) provide postage 
paid envelopes for return of proxies or voting instructions 
by non-registered holders since the failure to do so will 
generally severely impact on the level of voting. 
Similarly issuers are encouraged to provide postage paid 
cards to shareholders for requests to be placed on or 
remain on the supplemental mailing list. 
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3 Materials in Bulk 


Materials in bulk in respect to a mailing delivered to 
intermediaries or service companies should as far as 
possible arrive together. If the materials come from 
different printers, at least all the required quantities of 
a particular item should arrive at one time. Failure to 
ensure bulk delivery of sufficient materials that can be 
processed by intermediaries or service companies 
conveniently will result in unnecessary delays. The 
Canadian Securities Administrators are also of the view 
that intermediaries are entitled to charge additional fees 
to cover their costs if late delivery of bulk materials 
results in special over-time work by their staffs. 


dite Mail to and From the U.S. 


It has been brought to the attention of the Canadian 
Securities Administrators that mail between Canada and the 
United States may often take an excessive amount of time. 
te wis) Wadvaisables ston) Vassuerss transfer agents’ and 
intermediaries to take this time period into account and 
make suitable arrangements in respect to delivery of 
materials. This will be particularly important for U.S. 
reporting issuers who are required to mail to Canadian 
shareholders. 


PART IX — APPLICATION TO MATERIAL OTHER THAN PROXY-RELATED MATERIALS 


The use of the shareholder communication system set forth in this 
Policy Statement for materials other than proxy-related material, 
including audited annual financial statements, is not mandated. 
However, intermediaries must communicate the content of take-over bid 
and issuer bid materials, rights offerings, and other documents 
required by law to be delivered to registered holders of securities 
to their clients who are non-registered holders. Issuers and other 
senders of materials are required to furnish sufficient materials 
upon request by the intermediary for forwarding to the non-registered 
holder. 


PART X — FEES AND CHARGES 

The fee schedule has been recommended to the Canadian Securities 
Administrators by the Joint Regulatory Task Force and the preceding 
OSC Advisory Committee on Shareholder Communication. It is based 


upon the following principles: 


ile The issuer should bear the basic cost of communicating with 
its shareholders; 


le The intermediary should bear the cost of protection of the 
client-intermediary relationship or confidentiality; 
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Si All participants in the communication chain should bear 
their own start-up costs; and 


4. The fee schedule should encourage computerization and 
centralization of records of intermediaries. 


There is a basic fee, payable by the issuer to the intermediary, of 
$1.00 per name of non-registered holder to whom the intermediary 
delivers proxy-related materials, with an additional fee of $15.00, 
which is a search fee or a start-up fee, per intermediary whose 
search discloses at least one non-registered holder entitled to 
receive the materials. The issuer also pays the actual cost of 
postage incurred by the intermediary in delivering the material upon 
receipt of a certificate of mailing. See Schedule 1 to this Policy 
Statement. 


The fee of $15.00 is set to cover the cost of the search through the 
intermediary's records for the names of non-registered holders. iiae 
there are no clients who are non-registered holders, there is no fee 
payable. The $15.00 fee is payable to an intermediary, and not to 
each registered nominee of that intermediary and it is not expected 
to cover the actual cost of a search. Intermediaries, on the basis 
of cost efficiency, are encouraged to computerize and centralize 
their records and reduce the number of their registered nominees. 


The fees are intended to cover the intermediary's costs for a basic 
service of searching records for non-registered holders and deivering 
material to non-registered holders, and contemplates the delivery 
from the issuer (or supplier) of various items of proxy-related 
material on a timely basis. The fees are not intended to cover the 
cost of preparation of bearer proxies or requests for voting 
instructions. 


The issuer has the alternative of offering to deliver the material 
itself or through its transfer agent or service company if it can do 
so on a less costly basis. The issuer is free to make arrangements 
with intermediaries that will encourage them to use this option. 


All participants in the communication chain will bear their own 
start-up costs. The start-up costs will include, for intermediaries, 
the cost of obtaining instructions from their clients as to voting 
and the receipt of materials. 


Fees and charges by intermediaries other than in respect of 
proxy-related material should be dealt with by issuers or other 
sender of material on a negotiated basis. The Canadian Securities 
Administrators are prepared to regulate this area on consultation 
with issuers and intermediaries, if experience proves regulation to 
be necessary. 
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PART XI — EXEMPTIONS 


An issuer may apply for an exemption or waiver from any of the 
requirements of this Policy to the securities commission or similar 
securities administrator in a province in which it is a reporting 
issuer or has an equivalent status. 


It is the intention, at least in certain provinces, to grant 
exemptions or waivers where the cost of compliance with this Policy 
Statement would be disproportionate, having regard for the size of 
the shareholder body, or, alternatively, on the basis of no corporate 
activity. It would not be appropriate for issuers to request 
exemptions purely on the basis of cash flow. To raise money from the 
public carries responsibilities, and the effective right to vote is a 
minimum right of shareholders of an issuer as is the right to receive 
a status report on the issuer at least annually through an 
information circular and financial statements. 


Exemptions will not generally be granted in respect of notice of 
meetings to CDS and VSESC, so that non-registered shareholders may 
receive notice of meetings through a published index of meetings. 
Notwithstanding the granting of an exemption from this Policy 
Statement, issuers are required to send proxy-related material to 
non-registered holders who request such material through their 
intermediaries and intermediaries are required to do what is 
necessary to enable such non-registered holders to vote their 
securities. 


The British Columbia Securities Commission exempts from the operation 
of this Policy on an interim basis all exchange issuers, which are 
listed only on the Vancouver Stock Exchange. This blanket exemption 
does not apply to issuers that are reporting issuers in other 
jurisdictions.

SHAREHOLDER COMMUNICATION INFORMATION FORM 


As a non-registered security holder of a corporation or other 
issuer, you have the same right as a registered security holder to 
vote at annual and special meetings of that issuer (most common 
shares carry this privilege, as do preferred shares in certain 
circumstances). This voting right is provided to registered 
security holders in securities and corporate legislation and carries 
with it the right to receive such material as notices of meetings, 
information circulars, and proxies from the issuer of the 
securities. As your securities are held in safe custody by [named 
intermediary] and not registered in your name, we may provide 
material directly to you or may, unless you object, provide the 
issuer with your name, address and security ownership so that the 
issuer can provide material directly to you.

The November 17, 1977 filing described the business 
activity to be carried on as "service station and auto repairs"; the two 
subsequent filings described the business activity as "automobile repairs". 


Angelo Damiano gave evidence on behalf of the Objector. Mr. Damiano is 
the President of the Objector and has occupied that position sinee November 
OL.19T 7: 


Mr. Damiano testified that the business name or style "Beverley Hills Auto 
Repairs" had been used prior to the incorporation of the Objector and that 
the Objector has been listed under the indicated business name or style in 
telephone directories since 1977. 


The Objector is in the business of doing general repairs to automobiles and 
light trucks. 


Mr. Damiano first became aware of the existence of the Proponent in the 
Spring of 1985 when the Objector began to receive inquiries respecting the 
leasing and renting of automobiles. He testified that, about the same time, 
his office received a telephone call from a person identifying herself as 
"Teresa", advising that the use of the business name or style by the Objector 
was an infringement on the activities of the Proponent. On receiving this 
call, Mr. Damiano sought the advice of his solicitor. There followed some 
further conversations with "Teresa" and the matter was ultimately 
addressed in a manner to be described later. 


With respect to the issue of confusion between the two businesses, Mr. 
Damiano spoke to Exhibit No. 6. He testified that page "A" in that Exhibit 
was a bill or invoice which was left with the Objector when the parts 
referred to were to be shipped to the Proponent. He further testified that 
items "B" and "C" of the same exhibit were similar in nature. Item "D" in 
the same Exhibit is a bill which was sent to the Objector for parts which 
were never ordered. Those parts were subsequently returned by the 
Objector and the Objector received a credit for the amount billed. Item "E" 
is an invoice dealing with parts intended for the Proponent which were in 
fact delivered to the Objector. 


Mr. Damiano described Exhibit No. 7 as being a credit note, an invoice given 
by the driver when parts are picked up. With respect to this particular note, 
certain parts were intended to be credited to the Objector and some where 
not. 
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On the issue of telephone inquiries, Mr. Damiano testified that in addition to 
inquiries respecting car rentals or leasings, other telephone calls sought to 
speak to certain individuals who were not in the employ of the Objector; 
other calls dealt with confusion as to delivery of parts, confusion respecting 
the ordering of stock and inquiries seeking clarification respecting the 
delivery of parts to the wrong business. Mr. Damiano further testified that 
some phone calls had come from as far away as certain parts of the United 
States and that these types of inquiries had continued from the Fall of 1985 
until the date of the hearing at the rate of roughly 5 to 10 per month. 


Mr. Damiano further testified that he had discussed these difficulties with 
Mr. David Fuss, the General Manager of the Proponent who, according to 
Mr. Damiano, indicated that steps would be taken to end this confusion, 
specifically that the Proponent would consider changing its name. 


Mr. Damiano also introduced Exhibit No. 8 which is an excerpt from the 
June 1986 Toronto Yellow Pages where, at page 75, there is a large box 
advertisement for the Proponent. That advertisement indicates that the 
Proponent leases and services all makes and models of cars and provides 
"total automotive service". Exhibit No. 9 is a similar advertisement which 
appeared in the North York Yellow Pages in the October 1985 and October 
1986 versions. 


Exhibit No. 10 is an excerpt from the October 21, 1986 edition of the 
Toronto Star which, at page B4, contains an advertisement for the 
Proponent, which is virtually identical to that found in Exhibit No. 8. 


Mr. Damiano further testified that the Objector carries on business at 1695 
Wilson Avenue in the City of North York and that the Proponent carries on 
business at 1170 Sheppard Avenue West, also in the City of North York. 
According to Mr. Damiano's testimony, these locations are approximately 2 
or 3 kilometers apart and draw their clientele from the same general area. 


On cross-examination, Mr. Damiano described attempts made in early 1986 
by his then solicitor to resolve the outstanding difficulties between the 
Objector and the Proponent; he indicated that he was not satisfied with 
those arrangements. Flowing out of that attempted resolution of the matter 
was the registration by the Proponent in January of 1986 of the business 
name or style "B.H.M. Service Centers" (Exhibit No. 4) which would carry on 
the auto repair activity portion of the Proponent's business. 


With respect to Exhibit No. 6, Mr. Damiano did acknowledge on cross- 
examination that items A, B and C were clearly labelled to be forwarded to 
the Proponent at the Proponent's head office address. While attempts were 
made to ensure that such erroneous deliveries were limited in number, some 
were inadvertently accepted by the Objector or his employees from time to 
time. With respect to items D and E of that Exhibit, each of which 
represented items delivered to the Objector, one was intended for the 
Proponent and the other had not in fact been ordered by either the Objector 
or the Proponent. In each case, the matter was resolved with the supplier. 


With respect to the telephone inquiries, Mr. Damiano admitted on cross- 
examination that complete records of all of the calls dating back to the 
latter part of 1985 were not kept, partly because of the time and effort 
involved in maintaining such a record. He did indicate, however, that while 
the records he had produced at the hearing were not complete the calls 
were, in his view, significant in number. 
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With respect to advertising, Mr. Damiano testified that his corporation is 
listed in the Yellow Pages under the heading of service stations and air 
conditioning. He further indicated that the Objector is not involved in the 
Sale or leasing of automobiles. As a service station, he has a regular and 
substantial customer base, most of his business being repeat business; a 
considerable amount of new business, however, comes on a referral basis, 
the primary contact being personal knowledge by the customer of Mr. 
Damiano and his business. In these circumstances, the Objector does not 
spend a great amount of money on formal advertising. The objector has its 
business name painted on the window of the service station and there is a 
Sunoco sign on the corner of the lot. 


With respect to the business name of the Objector, Mr. Damiano testified 
that the name was chosen because the service station is located at the 
corner of Wilson Avenue and Beverley Hills Drive. Mr. Damiano further 
testified that the greatest part of the corporation's revenue comes from its 
auto repairs activities. 


Beverly Hills Motor Car Company Ltd. was incorporated under the Business 
Corporations Act, 1982 by articles of incorporation dated the 16th day of 
January, 1985; it is a body corporate within the meaning of the Act. The 
articles of incorporation contain no restrictions on the business the 
corporation may carry on or on the powers the corporation may exercise. 


Mr. David Fuss gave evidence on behalf of the Proponent. Mr. Fuss is the 
General Manager of the Proponent. 


Through Mr. Fuss were introduced a number of exhibits. Exhibit No. 14 is 
the Proponent's book of Exhibits. Exhibits No. 15 - 19 inelusive are 
photographs of the Proponent's business premises, its vehicles and signs, and 
samples of business ecards, decals and stationary used by the Proponent in its 
business operations. 


Mr. Fuss testified that while the Proponent was incorporated in January of 
1985, it did not commence business until June of that year, at which time it 
opened its location on Sheppard Avenue. Mr. Fuss further testified that the 
Proponent is a total service leasing company. In the early months of 
operation the Proponent did repairs to its own vehicles; the Proponent, 
however, no longer carries on that activity and has not had a mechanic on 
its staff in the last year. Any repair work required on the Proponent's 
vehicles is now done by the dealers from whom the Proponent purchased or 
leased the vehicles. 


Mr. Fuss further testified that the Proponent's clientele is mainly 
corporations for which it provides various leasing programs. The 
Proponent's main location is that indicated at tab 9 of Exhibit No. 14. The 
Proponent has two other locations, one on Front Street and one on Dufferin 
Street, both in the City of Toronto. At each of these locations the 
Proponent simply rents cars; leasing of cars cannot be arranged at these 
locations; no repairs are carried out at these locations, nor at the 
Proponent's main place of business on Sheppard Avenue West. 


With respect to the Proponent's corporate name, Mr. Fuss testified that the 
words "Beverly Hills" were chosen to convey an essence of quality, flowing 
from image and reputation of the California City, since the Proponent was 
leasing and renting automobiles to an affluent clientele and hoping to eater 
to those participating in, or aspiring to, an affluent lifestyle. 
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The Proponent employs 35 people equally divided between individuals in 
administrative positions and those involved in the renting and leasing of 
automobiles. 


With respect to clientele, Mr. Fuss testified that the Proponent has 
approximately 1,500 regular customers of which 1,000 are fleets for 
corporations; revenue is approximately $6 million per year. New clientele is 
attracted through advertising (tab 15 of Exhibit No. 14) where the Proponent 
holds itself out as a "total automotive service centre". The Proponent also 
advertises under the heading of automobile renting and leasing. Earlier 
advertisements which made reference to the servicing of vehicles does not 
appear in the Proponent's current ads since the Proponent is no longer doing 
any repair work to vehicles. 


With respect to Exhibit No. 10, Mr. Fuss testified that this advertisement 
was placed in error, that he had been unable to obtain an explanation as to 
how it had in fact been placed and that the Proponent had received a full 
credit for the cost of the advertisement from the newspaper. 


Tabs 18 - 20 of Exhibit No. 14 are further examples of advertising done by 
the Proponent. These ads make no reference to the Proponent being 
involved in the repair of automobiles. Mr. Fuss further testified that the 
Proponent spends approximately $200,000 in advertising fees. 


With respect to confusion, Mr. Fuss testified that he was not aware that he 
or any member of his staff had had any incidents of confusion with the 
Objector. He further testified that the only confusion he was aware of was 
with respect to another corporation by the name of Beverley Hills 
Automotive Inc. With respect to that corporation, the Proponent did go to 
court and obtained an injunction stopping that corporation from using that 
name. According to Mr Fuss, that corporation was carrying on a business 
very similar to that of the Proponent. 


With respect to the arrangements in early 1986 to work out what difficulties 
existed at that time between the Objector and the Proponent, Mr. Fuss 
expressed the view that the Proponent had in fact lived up to its undertaking 
in that it had filed the business name or style previously referred to and, 
further, had ceased to carry on the business of doing automobile repairs, 
even on its own vehicles. 


On cross-examination Mr. Fuss confirmed that the Teresa Glickman referred 
to in tab 2 of Exhibit No. 14 was in fact the "Teresa" referred to in the 
earlier telephone conversations and that she was still the president of the 
Proponent. With respect to advertising costs, Mr. Fuss further testified that 
approximately one half of the advertising done by the Proponent is done in 
the Toronto Star Newspaper. 


I will outline briefly the statutory and case law framework within which 
determinations of this kind are made. 


Statutory Provisions 


Subsection 12(1) of the Act, pursuant to which this hearing was held, 
provides as follows: 
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If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Section 9(1) of the Act provides: 


Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a name, 


(a) 
(b) 


(ce) 


that contains a word or expression prohibited by the 
regulations; 
that is the same as or. . .similar to, 
(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
(B) trust, 
(C) association, 
(D) partnership, 
(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual, 
whether in existence or not, or 
(ii) the known name under. which any body 
corporate, trust, association, partnership, sole 
proprietorship, or individual, carries on business 
or identifies itself, 
if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; or 
that does not meet the requirements prescribed by 
the regulations. 


Page 25-249 


Sections 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 under the Act sets out certain 
matters which the Director may consider when determining whether a name 


is contrary to section 9 of the Act. 


follows: 


For the purpose of section 12 of the Act, the matters the 
Director may consider when determining whether a name is 
contrary to section 9 of the Act include, 


(a) 


(b) 
(ec) 


(d) 


(e) 


the distinctiveness of the whole or any element of 
any name or trade mark and the extent to which the 
name or trade mark has become known; 

the length of time the trade mark or name has been 
in use; 

the nature of the goods or services associated with 
the trade mark or the nature of the business carried 
on under or associated with a name, including the 
likelihood of any competition among businesses using 
such a trade mark or name; 

the nature of the trade with which a trade mark or 
name is associated, including the nature of the goods 
or services and the means by which they are offered 
or distributed; 

the degree of similarity between the corporate name 
and any trade mark or name in appearance or sound 
or in the ideas suggested by them; and 
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(f) the geographic are in Ontario in which the corporate 
name is likely to be used. 


In Re C C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 2 O.R. 248 (C.A.), at pages 258 - 9, Kelly, 
J. A., speaking for the Court of Appeal, sets forth the relevant factors 
which it is appropriate to consider in a case such as this. These factors are, 
in essence, the nature of the businesses, the persons or class or class of 
person who might ordinarily be expected to deal with each, and of course 
the names of the businesses. This test was expanded upon by Laskin, J., as 
he then was, in Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw Motorways Ltd. 
(1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.), at page 61, where he includes the test of 
probability of a confusion as to the association of one company with 


another. These tests are in essence codified in section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 446/83 under the Act. 


The issue, therefore, is whether the actual use of the name "Beverly Hills 
Motor Car Company Ltd." by the Proponent would be likely to deceive in 
that it would lead to the inference that the business carried on, or intended 
to be carried on, by the Proponent and the business carried on by the 
Objector are one business or that the name of the Proponent would lead to 
the inference that the Proponent is associated with the Objector or would 
lead someone who had an interest in dealing with the Objector to deal with 
the Proponent in the mistaken belief that he was dealing with the Objector. 


The purpose of the Director's authority in section 12 of the Act is to protect 
the public interest in not being subjected to deception, which is likely to 
arise from the acquisition of corporate names that are similar to names 
already in use. 


Kelly, J. A. concluded in Re: C C Chemicals Ltd., (1967) 63 D.L.R. (2d) 
203, at p. 209: 


The strictures on the granting, upon incorporation, of names 
similar to those of existing bodies have not adversely affected 
the right any person has to protect himself against an 
infringement on the name or style under which he earries on 
business: s. 12 was enacted not to enlarge the remedies 
available for that purpose, but in the public interest for the 
protection and convenience of the public. 


The public to be protected is not the public as a whole, but the persons or 
class of persons with whom the Objector has or intends to have business 
dealings. Kelly, J. A. at p. 213: 


I do not consider that anyone can be deceived by the similarity 
of one name to another within the meaning of s. 12 unless he is 
induced to deal with someone other than the person with whom it 
was his intention to deal - so, unless a person is likely to deal 
with the corporation to be incorporated in the mistaken belief 
that he is dealing with another corporation, it cannot be said 
that, within the meaning of the Corporations Act, the similarity 
of names is likely to deceive him. 
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And as follows at p. 213: 


In other words, the only person who is deceived is he who take 
some action or makes some decision different from that which 
he would have made but for the deception; and similarly the 
person who is likely to be deceived is one whose action or 
decision is likely to be so affected. 


This concept was extended in the Canadian Motorways Ltd. et al v. Laidlaw 
Motorways Ltd. (1974), 40 D.L.R. (3d) 52 (S.C.C.) ease by Laskin, J atp. 61 
to include the probability of confusion as to the association of one company 
with another. 


In summary, the relevant facts which it is appropriate to consider in 
determining likelihood of deception, are in essence: 


is the nature of the businesses 

die the names of the businesses, 

Bs the persons or class of person who might ordinarily be expected 
to deal with each business. 


With respect to confusion, as concluded by Mr. Justice Kelly in C C 
Chemicals at page 214, instances of confusion must be frequent and 
compelling in nature in order to be relevant to the determination to be made 
under section 9 of the Act. 





In the matter before me the Objector and the Proponent are involved in 
different types of business. The Objector is involved primarily in doing 
repairs to automobiles and light trucks. The Proponent is in the business of 
leasing and renting vehicles. While the Proponent provides certain services 
ancillary to its leasing and renting function, it does not do automobile 
repairs, even on its own vehicles. I would conclude, therefore, that there is 
little, if any, similarity between the nature of the Proponent's business and 
the nature of the Objector's business. 


The Objector's clientele is made up primarily of repeat customers, 
customers referred to the Objector by existing customers and persons 
seeking out the Objector on the basis of the goodwill built up by Mr. 
Damiano and his corporation in the auto repair business. 


The Proponent's clientele is made up largely of corporations and 
businessmen seeking to rent or lease quality automobiles. The Proponent is 
involved in a fairly significant advertising program aimed at attracting new 
customers. 


I would conclude, therefore, on this test that the persons or class of persons 
who might ordinarily be expected to do business with the Proponent and the 
Objector are different. 


The above matters must be considered in the light of the visual and auditory 
qualities of the two names which are as follows: 
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BEVERLY HILLS MOTOR CAR 
COMPANY LTD. (the "Proponent") 


and 


MONTE CARLO AUTO REPAIR LIMITED 
c.o.b. as BEVERLEY HILLS AUTO REPAIRS (the "Objector") 


Except for the phrase "Beverley Hills", the Proponent's name and the 
business name or style used by the Objector are quite different. I do not 
view the slight variance in the spelling of "Beverly" and "Beverley" as 
having any significance in either the visual or the auditory sense. The origin 
of the words "Beverly Hills" (however spelled) in the two names has been 
previously referred to. Those origins, in my view, certainly puts these words 
in the public domain. 


The business name or style of the Objector, particularly the words "Auto 
Repairs" accurately describes what the evidence indicates to be the primary 
business of the Objector. The words "Motor Car Company Ltd." in the name 
of the Proponent are not as descriptive but the evidence does indicate that 
the nature of the businesses carried on by the two corporations is quite 
different. These differences in wording, in my view, certainly serve to 
distinguish between the name of the Proponent and the business name or 
style used by the Objector. 


I have concluded, therefore, on the basis of the evidence before me that the 
use of the Proponent's name would not be likely to deceive within the 
meaning of subsection 9(1)(b) of the Act in that the use of the Proponent's 
name would lead to the inference that the business carried on by the 
Proponent and the Objector are one and the same or that the Proponent is 
associated or affiliated with the Objector. 


In reaching this conclusion I have taken the following into consideration: 


(a) The clientele of the Proponent and the Objector are quite 
different. 


(b) While there was evidence of confusion in the early months of the 
Proponent's existence due to the fact that the Proponent was, to 
some extent, doing repair work to automobiles, the evidence 
indicates that the Proponent is no longer involved in that type of 
business activity and does not propose to do so in the future. 


(ec) The advertising of the Proponent is very different and distinctive 
from that of the Objector and is aimed at a specific clientele 
which, by its very nature, would be unlikely to do business with 
the Objector. 


(d) The business premises of the Proponent and the Objector are 
very different in appearance and function. 


Counsel for the Objector referred to the April 1985 decision of this office in 
the matter of Autobank Ine. In that case, the businesses of the two 
corporations, were found to be similar in nature. More significantly, the 
word "Autobank" was common to each corporate name and was the only 
descriptive or distinctive element in the name of each corporation. As 
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indicated above, the nafure of the business of the two corporations in the 
matter before me is quite different. Equally important, is the fact that the 
business name or style of the Objector describes quite accurately its 
business activities. Also as indicated above, specific steps have been taken 
by the Objector to curtail the confusion which may have existed in the early 
days of the Objector's existence. Each of these factors, in my view, serve 
to distinguish the matter before me from the situation in the Autobank Inc. 
ease. The principles underlying the determination in that case, therefore, 
should not, and do not, apply here. 


The evidence on the issue of confusion has been detailed earlier in this 
decision. With respect to supplier deliveries, invoices, ete., the Proponent 
has taken the steps referred to to limit and, in all probability, decrease such 
incidents. While the telephone inquiries being received by the Objector may 
be irritating or inconvenient, they do not, in my view, provide sufficient 
grounds in the circumstances to require the Proponent to change its name. 
As stated by McRuer, C.J.H.C., in Re Menzies-Gibson Ltd.. 1 D.L.R. (2nd) 
187 at page 190: 


In commercial life there is bound to be a certain amount of 
coincidence of names, but this cannot be dealt with on any 
trivial grounds. 


Therefore, for the foregoing reasons, there will be no order changing the 
name of Beverly Hills Motor Car Company Ltd. under section 12 of the 
Business Corporations Act, 1982.

1.1.1 DEFINITION OF "ASSOCIATE"! 


Definition Of ''Associate''! 


Subsection 63(1) of the Equality Rights Statute Law Amendment Act, 
S.0O. 1986, c. 64, amended the definition of 'associate'' contained in the 
Securities Act, R.S.O. 1980, c. 466 (the ''Act'') effective December 18, 1986. 





The relevant portion of the former definition of "associate" in 
subparagraph iv of subsection 1(1) of the Act provided as follows: 


WAY. any relative of such person, including his spouse, or of his spouse 
who has the same home as such person;

Under the former definition of ''associate'' only those relatives of a 
person or his spouse who resided in the same home as that person were 
"associates'' for the purposes of the Act. The amendment to the term 
"associate" provides that any spouse, person in a conjugal relationship or 
relative of a person is an "'associate'' of that person for the purposes of the 
Act, whether or not the spouse, person in a conjugal relationship or relative 
resides in the same home as that person. Only in the case of a relative of a 
spouse or relative of a person living in a conjugal relationship is there a 
requirement under the amendment that such relatives must have the same home as 
a person to be an ''associate" of that person. 


The Commission has received numerous complaints with respect to the 
difficulties arising by virtue of the amended definition of "associate". 
Issuers and their advisers have been uncertain as to who to include within the 
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definition. This has caused difficulties in the preparation of information 
circulars and other documents requiring disclosure of the affairs of 
associates. 


The Commission believes that paragraphs iv, v and vi of the amended 
definition of ''associate'' for purposes of the Act should be limited to: 


(1) a person who is a relative of such person and who has the same home as 
such person, 


(11) a person of the opposite sex to whom that person is married and who _ has 
the same home, or with whom that person is living in a conjugal 
relationship outside marriage and who has the same home, or 


(111) a relative of a person mentioned in subparagraph (ii) above who has_ the 
same home as that person. 


An amendment to the term '"associate'' to this effect is proposed and 
amending legislation is expected by the end of the year. Pending amendment to 
the Act, Commission staff proposes to treat the definition of the term 
"associate'' as being limited in the manner described above.

An Option subjects the seller to an obligation to honour 
the right granted to the purchaser if exercised by the 
purchaser. Underlying interests can be shares of a specific 
corporation, bonds, notes, bills, certificates of deposit, 
commodities, foreign currency, the cash value of an 
interest in a stock index or any other interest provided 
for in the specifications. 


An Option transaction is entered into on a recognized 
market by a purchaser and a seller represented by their 
respective brokers. When the transaction is concluded it 
is cleared by a clearing corporation affiliated with the 
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recognized market on which the Option is traded: When 
an Option transaction is cleared by the clearing 
corporation it is divided into two contracts with the 
clearing corporation becoming the seller to the purchaser 
in the transaction and the purchaser to the seller. Thus on 
every Outstanding Option, the purchaser may exercise the 
Option against the clearing corporation and the seller 
may be called upon to perform his obligation through 
exercise of the Option by the clearing corporation. 


Options may also be classified according to delivery 
requirements: actual delivery and cash delivery. An 
actual delivery Option requires the physical delivery of 
the underlying interest if the Option is exercised. A cash 
delivery Option requires a cash payment of the difference 
between the aggregate exercise price and the value of the 
underlying interest at a specified time prior or subsequent 
to the time the Option is exercised. 


Options are issued in series designated by an expiration 
month, an exercise price, an underlying interest and a 
unit of trading. At the time trading is introduced in 
Options with a new expiration month, the recognized 
market on which the Option is traded establishes exercise 
prices that reflect the current spot prices of the underlying 
interest. Generally, three series of Options are introduced 
with exercise prices at, below and above the current spot 
price. When the spot price of the underlying interest 
moves, additional Options may be added with different 
exercise prices. Options having the same underlying 
interest and expiration month, but having different 
exercise prices, may trade at the same time. 


SPECIFICATIONS OF OPTIONS 


Specifications of Options are fixed by the recognized 
market on which they are traded. These specifications 
may include such items as trading units, exercise prices, 
expiration dates, last day of trading, and the time for 
determining settlement values. 


An Option may be bought or sold only onthe recognized 
market on which the Option is traded. The recognized 
market and the clearing corporation may each impose 
restrictions on certain types of transactions, and under 
certain circumstances may modify the specifications of 
outstanding Options. In addition, a recognized market or 
a clearing corporation may limit the number of Options 
which may be held by an investor, and may limit the 
exercise of Options under prescribed circumstances. 


EXERCISING OPTIONS 


An Option may have either an American style exercise or 
European style exercise irrespective of where the 
recognized market is located. An American style Option 
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can be exercised by the purchaser at any time before the 
expiration. To do this, the purchaser notifies the broker 
through whom the Option was purchased. A purchaser 
should ascertain in advance from his broker the latest 
date on which he may give such notice to his broker. A 
European style Option may only be exercised by the 
purchaser ona specified date. Upon receiving an exercise 
notice from the purchaser’s broker, the clearing 
corporation assigns it toa member which may re-assign it 
to a client on a random or other predetermined selection 
basis. 


Upon assignment, the seller must make delivery of (inthe 
case of a Call) or take delivery of and pay for (in the case 
of a Put) the underlying interest. In the case of a cash 
delivery Option, the seller must, in lieu of delivery. pay 
the positive difference between the aggregate exercise 
price and the settlement value of the underlying interest 
(in the case of both a Call and a Put). 


A purchaser of an Option which expires loses the 
premium paid for the Option and his transaction 
costs. The seller of an Option which expires will have as 
his gain the premium received for the Option less his 
transaction costs. 


TRADING OF OPTIONS 


Each recognized market permits secondary market 
trading of its Options. This enables purchasers and sellers 
of Options to close out their positions by offsetting sales 
and purchases. By selling an Option with the same terms 
as the one purchased, or buying an Option with the same 
terms as the one sold, an investor can liquidate his 
position (called an “offsetting transaction"’). Offsetting 
transactions must be made prior to expiration of an 
Option or by a specified date prior to expiration. 
Offsetting transactions must be effected through the 
broker through whom the Option was initially sold or 
purchased. 


Price movements in the underlying interest of an Option 
will generally be reflected to some extent inthe secondary 
market value of the Option and the purchaser who wishes 
to realize a profit will have to sell or exercise his Option 
during the life of the Option or on the specified date for 
exercise, as the case may be. 


COSTS OF OPTIONS TRADING 


Margin Requirements 

Prior to trading Options, a seller must deposit with his 
broker cash or securities as collateral (called “margin”™) 
for the obligation to buy (in the case of a Put) or sell (in 
the case of a Call) the underlying interest if the Option 
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should be exercised. Minimum margin rates are set by the 
recognized market on which the Option trades. Higher 
rates of margin may be required by the seller's broker. 


Margin requirements of various recognized markets may 
differ. In addition, they are subject to change at any time 
and such changes may apply retroactively to Option 
positions previously established. 


Commission Charges 

Commissions are charged by brokers on the purchase or 
sale of Options as well as on the exercise of Options and 
the delivery of underlying interests. 


RISKS IN OPTIONS TRADING 


Optrons can be employed to serve a number of 
investment strategies including those concerning 
investments in or related to underlying interests. SOME 
STRATEGIES FOR BUYING AND SELLING 
OPTIONS INVOLVE GREATER RISK THAN 
OTHERS. 


The following is a brief summary of some of the risks 
connected with trading in Options: 

(i) Because an Option has a limited life, the purchaser 
runs the risk of losing his entire investment in a 
relatively short period of time. If the price of the 
underlying interest does not rise above (in the case of 
a Call) or fall below (inthe case of a Put) the exercise 
price of the Option plus premium and transaction 
costs during the life of the Option, or by the specitied 
date for exercise, as the case may be, the Option may 
be of little or no value and if allowed to expire will be 
worthless. 


The seller of a Call who does not own the underlying 
interest is subject to a risk of loss should the price of 
the underlying interest increase. If the Call is 
exercised and the seller is required to purchase the 
underlying interest at a market price above the 
exercise price in order to make delivery, he will 
suffer a loss. 


(ii) 


The seller of a Put who does not have a 
corresponding short position (that is an obligation 
to deliver what he does not own) in the underlying 
interest will suffer a loss if the price of the underlying 
interest decreases below the exercise price, plus 
transaction costs minus the premium received. 
Under such circumstances, the seller of the Put will 
be required to purchase the underlying interest at a

price above the market price, with the result that any 
immediate sale will give rise to a loss. 


The seller of a Call who owns the underlying interest 
is subject to the full risk of his investment position 
should the market price of the underlying interest 
decline during the life of the Call, or by the specified 
date for exercise, as the case may be, but will not 
share in any gain above the exercise price. 


The seller of a Put who has a corresponding short 
position in the underlying interest is subject to the 
full risk of his investment position should the 
market price of the underlying interest rise during 
the life of the Put, or by the specified date for 
exercise, as the case may be, but will not share in any 
gain resulting from a decrease in price below the 
exercise price. 


Transactions for certain Options may be carried out 
in a foreign currency. Accordingly, purchasers and 
sellers of these Options using Canadian dollars will 
be exposed to risks from fluctuations in the foreign 
exchange market as well as to risks from 
fluctuations in the price of the underlying interest. 


(vil) There can be no assurance that a liquid market will 


exist for a particular Option to permit an offsetting 
transaction. For example, there may be insufficient 
trading interest in the particular Option; or trading 
halts, suspensions or other restrictions may be 
imposed on the Option or the underlying interest; or 
some event may interrupt normal market 
operations; or a recognized market could for 
regulatory or other reasons decide or be compelled 
to discontinue or restrict trading in the Option. In 
such circumstances the purchaser of the Option 
would only have the alternative of exercising his 
Option in order to realize any profit, and the seller 
would be unable to terminate his obligation until the 
Option expired or until he performed his obligation 
upon being assigned an exercise notice. 


(vili) The seller of an American style Option has no 


(ix) 


control over when he might be assigned an exercise 
notice. He should assume that an exercise notice will 
be assigned to him in circumstances where the seller 
may incur a loss. 


In unforeseen circumstances there may be a 
shortage of underlying interests available for 
delivery upon exercise of actual delivery Options, 
which could increase the cost of or make impossible 
the acquisition of the underlying interests and cause 
the clearing corporation to impose special exercise 


(x) 
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settlement procedures. 


In addition to the risks described above which apply 
generally to the buying and selling of Options, there 
are timing risks unique to Options that are settled by 
the payment of cash. 


The exercise of Options settled in cash results in a 
cash payment from the seller to the purchaser based 
on the difference between the exercise price of the 
Option and the settlement value. The settlement 
value is based on the value of the underlying interest 
at a specified time determined by the rules of the 
recognized market. This specified time could vary 
with the Option. For example, the specified time 
could be the time for establishing the closing value 
of the underlying interest on the day of exercise orin 
the case of some Options based on a stock index the 
time for establishing the value of the underlying 
interest which is based on the opening prices of 
constituent stocks on the day following the last day 
of trading. Options for which the settlement value is 
based on opening prices may not, unless the 
applicable recognized market announces a rule 
change to the contrary, trade on that day. 


The settlement value for Options, futures contracts 
and futures options may not be calculated in the 
same manner even though each may be based on the 
same underlying interest. 


Where the settlement value of a cash delivery Option 
is determined after the exercise period, the 
purchaser who exercises such Option will suffer 
from any unfavourable change in the value of the 
underlying interest from the time of his decision to 
exercise to the time settlement value is determined. 
With actual delivery Options, this risk can be 
covered by a complementary transaction in the 
actual market for the underlying interest. 


The seller of a cash delivery Option is not informed 
that he has been assigned anexercise notice until the 
business day following exercise, at the earliest, and 
the seller will suffer from any unfavourable change 
in the value of the underlying interest from the time 
of determination of the settlement value to the time 
he learns that he has been assigned. Unlike the seller 
of an actual delivery Option, the seller of a cash 
delivery Option cannot satisfy his assignment 
obligations by delivery of the lower valued 
underlying interest, but must pay cash inanamount 
determined by the settlement value. 
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The type of risk discussed above makes spreads and 
other complex option strategies involving cash 
delivery Options substantially more risky than 
similar strategies involving actual delivery Options. 


TAX CONSEQUENCES 


The income tax consequences of trading in Options are 
dependent upon the nature of the business activities of 
the investor and the transaction in question. Investors are 
urged to consult their own professional advisers to 
determine the consequences applicable to their particular 
circumstances.

Before buving or selling an Option an investor should 
discuss with his broker: 


® His investment needs and objectives 

@ The risks he is prepared to take 

@ The specifications of Options he may wish to trade 
@ Commission rates 

@ Margin requirements 

@ Any other matter of possible concern

from your broker and from the recognized market on 
which the Option is traded. Should there be any 
difference in interpretation between this document and 
the specifications for a given Option, the specifications 
shall prevail.
